London, June 22.— Queen Victoria is 
now in London. An immense crowd 
gathered near Paddiiiffton station and 
waited in stolid patience. Flags and 
flowers were everywhere and the Qtdar 
of thfi daj, "Qod save tbe qneen,'* ap- 
pearad on bonses and banners witbont 
end. 

Qneen Victoria left Wind.sor castle at 
noon. Her majesty's carriaK<* wa.i 
drawn by a pair of prays, with po.stillions 
and outriders. The queen was accom- 
panied by her eldest daughter, ex-Em- 
pres-s Frederick of (Jermany and by 
Princess ("Christian of Schleswig-Hol- 
Rtein and Princess Henry of Bateuberj?, 
who occupied another carriage, preced- 
ing that of her majesty. The (lueen, 
on arriving at tlie railroad station of 
Windsor, wallced through tlie i)rivate 
waiting room, leaning ou the arm of an 
Indian attendant, and entered he oarri- 

The start for London was madi» at 
12:10 a. m., and lor almost the entire 
distance the train i)a8sed b( tween loat- 
tered groups of loyal people. 

Paddington station was reached at 
18:80. The state carriages at Jhicking- 
ham palace were at the end of the cov- 
ered way. As boon as the queen had 
taken her sent, the life gnards drew np 
in front and rear. 

The route to Buckii;i:ha!n palace was 
superbly decorated, tiatrs, t?o-.vers, ban- 
ners ami festoons, and endless ii'.ottos 
on file ordrr of the day : ;'(iod ."^ave 
the Queen, ' ' 

The <iueen. after she enteri d the j)al- 
acc, preceded to her priv.ate ajiartnients 
for InncheoQ, and the royal and other 
guests had Innch in the etate nipper 
room. 

At 4 o'clock, in the throne room of 
Bnckingham palace, her majesty re- 
ceived the imper.al and royal envoys. 

"The qneen at 8 :45 in the evening 
entertained at dinner 00 of her most 
distinguished guests in the state supper 
room at Buckingham palace. Among 
those present were the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, with all the mem- 
ben of the royal family, the royal 
gnesta, the envoys of states with the 
rank of ambassador, and (he gre^t 
oers of the honsMioild, who wore fnll 
couil drus. 

Daring the progre8<« of the banquet 
voriowas discoursed by the band of 
the Royal Eugmeers. The suites of the 
«nToys and the ladies and gentlemen in 
attendance dined in the garden vesti 
bole ; the yeomen of the soud were on 
duty in the grand haU and reicibnle.

Oiaat Strides on tho Tariff

WASHiiroTOT, Jnne 28.— The senate 
made giant strides on the tariff bill yes- 
terday, covering jiages and establish- 
ing a record for progress dunug this 
tariff debate. The last two schedules 
of the dutiable list, covering paper and 
manufactured sundries, were completed 
with the exception oif the paragra]^ on 
hides.' gtovee, coaT and some lasier ar- 
ticles which went over. This advanced 
tho senate to the free list, which Waa 
taken up at 8 p, m. and completed in 
three hours. 

Early in the day the wool and silk 
schedules went over. After that the 
tobacco schedule, the reciprocity pro- 
viirionB and the internal revenue por- 
tions of tho bill, aa well as the mauj 
isolated paragraphs passed over, remain 
to be considered. 

The progress yesterday was fo 
marked, however, that for the first time 
there was a feeling that the end was 
not far olT. 

There was little debate yesterday, the 
main topic of discussioa being matchea 
and fu^es. On the latter item an 
amendment by Mr. Pettigrew reducing 
the rate to 10 per cent came within one 
vote of passing against the protest of 
the finance committee, the vote being a 
tie, U to 24. 

While the free list was under consid- 
eration Mr. Bacon of Georgia gave nn- 
ti( e of an amendment placing cotton 
ties ou the free list and Mr. McLai.riu 
of South Carolina gave notice of an- 
other amendment taking raw cotton 
froui the free list, thus completing the 
action heretofore taken of placing a 
duty of 20 per cent on cotton. 

Iloune I'rocveiliug*. 

Wasmixgton, June 22. — After the ap- 
proval of the journal the house under a 
special rule adopted a bill appropriating 
1100,000 for the repair of dry dix-k Xo. 
3 at New York, which recently was dis- 
covered to be leaking badly. Mr Lati- 
mer (Dem., 8. C.» asked ununimous 
consent to have considered a bill declar- 
ing a state capable of entirely control- 
ling the liquor tratlic. 

This Mr. W. A, Stone ( Kep. . Pa. ) 
s.iid was an out^'rowth of a local liglu 
in South ('aroliiia. iii which tho courts 
had made a decis.ou and was not a 
proper matter for consideration by the 
house. He objected to ita considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me ), from the 
committee on ways and means, i)re- 
8011 ted a favorable report on a joint res- 
olution providing that foreitfii exhibit- 
ors at the Omaha exposition in 1898 
may bring to this country laborers to 
Iirejinrt and have cliart'e of exlubitr.. 
Two amenditients provide that the sec- 
retary of the treasury shall fix the num- 
ber of lalKirers to enter the country and 
that they shall leave the United States 
within three months from the termina- 
tion of the e.xjjnsition.

LONOO!!, June t3.— Captain Boycott 
is dead. He was abont U yters of age 

and bet;amfc fttmon's through being the 
first man subjected to the boycott in 
Ireland. He was a land agent in 18H1 
in the Conneniara section of County 
Muyu, where he collected rents for a 
number of landlords, notably the Earl 
of Erne. 

The captain made a speech, in the 
course of which he urged the people of 
Ireland to abstain from agrarian crimes 
and to adopt instiud a policy of sending 
harsh landlords, agents and bailiffs "to 
Covi'ntry," tl'.e old term for boycotting. 
Events so shaped tliemselves that Cip- 
tain Boycott was the lirst man the Irisli 
experimented upon in this connection, 
and henoe the now familiar word, "boj- 

cott." 

Lonlsrlllo ^ragody. 

Lot'isviLLE, June 99.— At noon yes- 
terday William Quinn met Thomas Jen- 
kins in front of tlie lattor's home in this 
city. The two had a slight quarrel. 
Jenkins left and went into the kitchen 
of his home. C^uinn went to the kitchen 
window and fired live shots through it, 
one of whicli struck Jenkins in the he.id 
and passed through his brain, fatallv 
wounding him. t^uinn climbed through 
the window and kicked his victim as he 
lav on the floor. Jenkins' wife entered 
the room and fainted al th* dghl 
Quinn fled. 

He Taught Grant to Swim. 

New YoitK, June 22. — "Uncle" 
Henry Van Brunt, the pioneer bathing 
master of the New Jersey coast, who 
taught General Urant to swim, is dead 
at his home in Long Branch, aged 88 
vears. He began his career as a bath- 
ing master at the Mansion hotel bath- 
ing grounds in 1859. He ,had aa his 
patrons in addition to General Grant, 
Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, her two sons, 
Robert and "Tod ;" Joel Parker, Sam- 
uel J. Tilden, John Kelly, James Fisk 
and many other noted persons.

Liberty, Pmre nnd Pronperlty For tlio 
Island It Foreshadowed — Hundreds of 
MiUleas of •paia's OoM Wlpod Ont. 
Moroljr a Matter of BnsinMs Baplalasd 
hf One of the Propoaors. 
New York, June 22.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Washington says : A 
story is current that t&e ragar tmst has 
evolved or accepted an ambitions sug- 
gestion that Cuba is snbstantially for 
sale, and might as well become a sugar 
plantatitin for a gigantic corporation 
supported by the sympathy and interest 
of our country. In other wcrds, that 
we might have a West India company 
as England has an East India company 
and Hudson Bay company, each "of 
which aided vastly in the extension of 
the British empire. 

It is said that the Spanish minister to 
the United States cabled reports recent 
ly to Madrid of the disposition of our 
government to decline to interfere by 
force and also to support Cuban anton 
omy and that this cable prevented the 
recall of Weyler, when a change in the 
Spanish ministry was in the air to send 
to Cnba, Campos, who closed the 10 
years* war with cash in hand and might 
do the same job now by the same 
means, much cheaper than Spain can 
keep 900,000 soldiers in the field. John 
J. McCork is the gentleman credited 
with the imagination to conceive tht 
capture of Cuba with cash as a measure 
of j)eace. Tliis, as Colonel McCork an 
derstands it, is merely a matter of bnsi 
ness. 

The idea runs this way : Spain has 
already chaiged to Cuba a debt of |4(:U. 
" 00,01)0, and under Spanish domination 

till' i-^laiid can never yield a revenue 
anui lilting to one-half the interest. 
Cuba, without a^iort, or town, or slnii, 
has a national debt, and yet there an 
many who think thet redit of the ("utian 
government should be as good, if not 
better, than that of .^-^paiii. 

Sui>pose tliere was a company com- 
manding moiii'v tn t.ike tio the whole 
Cuban debt, with the war debt of Spain 
charged to C^uba at its market value - 
say <;,"j(i,()0O,0()O— and $.V),(H,0.i»()0 for the 
Spanish rights in Cul a, and the Cuban 
rights in tlie forests and mines, in set- 
tling Americ.m and Cuban claims 
against Spam— and the United States 
would guarantee bonds to the amount 
of #100,U(M).0()U at :i per cent and super 
vise and administer the customs of the 
ports of Cuba for the jiayment of the 
interest, the government holding tho 
bonds as security. Would not liberty 
and peace and prosperity for the island 
be accomplished at a cost of f;},OOU,OOU 
a year tiikan ont of the Onlwn coatom 
house. 

Tne advantage to the Spaniards 
would be peace and the extinjlion of 
some hundred millii ns of hope. ess debt, 
for the creditors of .Sjiain would be glad 
to scale her obligations, and she could 
have a large sum of money in hand in- 
stead of a Cobn of blood and aahoa on 
her hands. 

Tlu' gam tr) Cuba would be govi^rn- 
meiit by a corporation limited, instead 
of a crown ab>olute, and there conld be 
a contract guaranteeing civil libi rty to 
the peojjle ou United States models. 
There would be money for roads and 
schools and sanitar}- measures, and 
there v.'ould be. as a necessity of inter- 
national administration such measure 
of self-government ;is would maintain 
order through a pdice fnrc". witli 
Ameritan and Cuban volunteir.-- to deal 
with brigandage. 

The municipal problems could be 
dealt with by thi' municipalities and 
adjustments made for the adiniiiistra- 
tion of justice and payment of worthy 
pi nsioi.ers. With the introduction of 
Aiie ruan energi'^ and the security of 
capital, made plain by the vi.sible i)res- 
ence of security, Cuba would yield 
wealth "beyond the dre.-un (if avarice." 

The revenue in the days df reciprncity 
with us was in excess of ^io.uoo.ooo and 
it would rise far beyond that figure with 
a few years of this magnificent business 
management.

LOCOMOTIVE BOILER EXPLODES. 

The Euflneer and Fireman Killed, but Nu

5 cents per hundred on bar iron has 
been announced in iron and steel cir- 
cles.

This advance, although small, is of 
extreme importance, cciming as it does 
upon the eve of the conference on the 
b.'ir iron \\a}.'e scale. A few more such 
nioveineiits would be of material aid to 
the coiifertuce committee of tlir Amal- 
gamatid assiH'iation, and would go a 
great w.iy ti> intluenco the manufactur- 
ers to look with favor upon the request 
for last year's wages. 

Clileafo's Rotten HIdewalks.

.\s an illustration of the importance of 
railroads to the people, beyond their ser- 
vices in communication and transporta- 
tion, President E. B. Thomas, of the Krie 
Uailroail, gives the following flgnres: 

"The Erie, with a gross income of about 
$;{0,000,000 per annum, distributes in 
wages among about 30,000 employes over 
$1(>,000,000, and for' material nearly |6,- 
000,000, the greater part of which goes to 
the labor producing the manufactnred 
articles. Taxes amount to over 3 per 
cent of the company's gross revenue.
